NEW WASHINGTON PARK RECORDS. 



Three track records were broken and three 
odds-on favorites were beaten at Washingrton 
Park yesterday. Hargis ran a mile and a six- 
teenth in 1:45, reducing the record a half sec- 
ond. Golden Rule, with 134 pounds on his 
back, traveled six furlongs and a half in 
l:19g, clipping a fifth of a second off the pre- 
vious mark, and Semper Vivum lowered the 
time for seven and a half furlongs from 1:33| 
to 1:33. 



Flying Ship, at 4 to 5, was the first of the 
odds-on betting choices to meet defeat. She 
ran third to Sidney C. Love and Epicure in 
the first race. Beau Ormonde, in the third 
race, was quoted at 11 to 20, at the post. Like 
Flying Ship he finished third, being beaten 
by Hargis and Hoodwink. Monarka, in the 
last race, was regarded as the cinch of the 
day. She was the medium of heavy plunging 
in which she was backed at 1 to 2 and 9 to 
20. In a field of five she finished fourth. 



The first race, one mile, for throe-year-olds, 
brought to the post Sidney C. Love, carrying 
102 pounds; San ton, 102; Peter J., 104; Epicure, 
107, and Flying Ship. 108i, including one 
pound and a half overweight. The filly en- 
deavored to concede six pounds and a half to 
Epicure, and five more to Sidney C. Love, 
and failed. M. H. Tichenor & Co.’s colors 
were in front from start to finish. Wonderly, 
on Sidney C. Love, had the rail position at 
the start and retained it to the end. His 
mount took a lead of a length in the first 
quarter, at the end of which Flying Ship 
_,was fourth and Epicure fifth. Spinning up 
'the backstretch in 23g he began the upper 
turn with a lead of three lengths, and Crow- 
hurst, on Flying Ship, and S. Bonner, on 
Epicure, found it necessary to begin work 
on their mounts. Sidney C. Love went 
around in 24g and, having run from the quar- 
ter to the three-quarter mark in 48, ap- 
proached the stretch two lengths in ad- 
vance of Flying Ship, Epicure being at the 
latter’s heels. Straightening out, Wonderly 
sent his mount along and placed two open 
lengths between him and Flying Ship, which 
was already in trouble with Epicure at her 
side and much the stronger. The pace 
slackened in the last three-sixteenths. 
Nevertheless, Flying Ship retired early and 
left Epicure to continue a useless effort to 
catch the leader, which won by a length. 
Santon stood the strain of the terrific pace 
well for three-quarters of a mile. 



Fred Cook’s bay filly Determination, a 
prime favorite in a field of sixteen two-year- 
olds, won the second race, a selling affair 
of four furlongs and a half. In company 
with Ed Corrigran’s Salto she drew out in the 
odd sixteenth and the two ran paired to the 
stretch. There the favorite assumed a lead 
of an open length and won cleverly by half 
as much space. Cogrnomen came into the 
stretch third, just clear of a big bunch, but 
was beaten out by Lady Free Knight. 

Record breaking began in the fourth race, 
one mile and a sixteenth, in which the field 
comprised of Hoodwink, 97 pounds ; 
102; Thane, 112; Hargis, 112, and 
lu Ormonde, 106, but the latter had to 
10'^ to enable Dominick to scale. There 
10 to 1 against Hargis until Just at post 
le, when liberal backing gave some of 
layers all they cared to handle. From 
break Beau Ormonde took the track as 
make a runaway race of it. Passing 
stand Hoodwink took second i>osition, a 
behind the leader, while Henry took 
in hand and dropped him last Go-

Ing apparently easily, with Dominick sitting 
still. Beau Ormonde set a strong pace. On 
the backstretch Hoodwink moved up to his 
heels, but did not remain there for he left 
the half mile ground two open lengrths be- 
fore her. On the turn she began reducing 
the leader’s advantage, and Thane, plainly 
under a strain, went back to keep company 
with Hargis, which was gn:adually working 
from the rear. As they swung into the 
homestretch Hargis began as if turned loose 
unhampered by reins or Jockey. Hoodwink 
responded to the spurt and Beau Ormonde 
had not gone a hundred yards in the final 
quarter before Hoodwink was lapped on 
him, with Hargis only a half length away. 
Beau Ormonde was not all oat. He gamely 
answered Dominick’s call and struggled to 
the end to be first or second. Hargis’ spurt, 
however, was simply irresistible. He went 
fiying into the lead and passed the Judges’ 
two lengrths ahead of Hoodwink, the latter 
having beaten the favorite a head. After 
the race Ed Corrigan said: "That’s the way 
I ordered that horse ridden in the last three 
races. In the other two the boys had to go 
out racing and be beaten. Today Henry held 
him where he ought to be kept until he got 
to the turn. I would have liked it better had 
he waited until he got into the stretch.’’ Sam 
Morton was sore over the defeat of Hood- 
wink, which certainly ran a sparkling race. 
‘‘That,’’ said he, ‘‘makes three races that 
horse has beaten me and each time, in order 
to do it, he has had to break a record or 
come near it.’’ 

Jack Rattlin, with an impost of 122 pounds, 
was the favorite for the high-weight handi- 
cap, carded as the fourth event. First Chip, 
handling llOi, made all the running, with 
Jack Rattlin second and Golden Rule, with 
his package of 134 pounds to manage, third. 
From start to finish those three were the ac- 
tual contenders. First Chip led by a length 
until well into the homestretch. Goiden Rule 
headed Jack Rattlin as they straightened out 
and shortly afterward both challenged First 
Chip. Notwithstanding his heavy handicap, 
Durnell & Herz’s big gelding got home first 
by a length, while the favorite easily headed 
First Chip. The time, l:19g, was a new track 
record. Will Shelly bolted when the barrier 
was raised and compelled Uranium to pull 
up, with the result that both were left at 
the post. 

The fifth race, a mile and a quarter, with 
selling conditions, resulted in a tight fit. 
It was won by Pat Dunne’s John McGurk, 
by a nose, with John F. Schorr’s Gold Bell 
second. Heavy wagers were made on the 
winner, which was at all times the fav- 
orite. The big bettors could hardly have 
enjoyed the finish. Gold Bell cut out the 
work and Sinner Simon was third or second 
at all points. John McGurk drew up to 
them directly after getting into the stretch. 
Gold Bell stubbornly contested the finish and 
was barely nipped on the post. 

For the second time during the afternoon 
the canary and black colors of M. H. Tich- 
enor & Co. were in the van all the way 
when the sixth race was run. Semper Viv- 
um led at every call. Fleuron and Trinity 
Bell threatened to overtake her in the last 
quarter, but she won by a length. Monarka, 
the 1 to 2 favorite, last most of the Journey, 
finished fourth. Trinity Bell beat Fleuron 
a half length, Monarka was a head behind 
Fleuron and a neck before Schwalbe. The 
time was 1:33 flat, a new record for the 
track.

passing the half-mile post. But for the mis- 
hap Boaster might have finished in the 
money. 

Jockey "Wonderly scored his first winning 
mount on a local track yesterday when he 
piloted Sidney C. Love in the van of his 
field in the first race. 

^ Starter Dwyer stated that Will Shelly 

bolted when the barrier was released for the 
' fourth race and cut across Uranium, caus- 
ing the latter to pull up. Both horses were 
F left at the post by the mishap. 

L Jockey Crowhurst, who rode Monarka in 
the last race, stated that Scully on Fleuron, 
pulled out from the inner rail shortly after 
the start, thereby causing a mlz-up on the 



first turn, in which Monarka suffered the 
most and lost sufficient ground to cause her 
defeat. 

Savable will go east to run in the Realiza- 
tion at Sheepshead Bay, July 7. Enoch Wish- 
ard has not decided when he will ship the 
colt. O’Neill will probably have the mount 
next Tuesday. 

MORE HARLEM STAKES. 

Nine additional stakes to be run during the 
summer and fall meetings of the Harlem 
Jockey Club were announced by Secretary 
Nathanson Sunday. With the exception of 
one fixture for steeplechasers, the list in 
names and conditions duplicates the mid- 
season offerings for Harlem of previous 
years, but again values have been strength- 
ened. The increase in added money over last 
year for the same events is nearly 50 per 
cent., all those previously having $1,000 added 
being increased to $1,600, and those of $1,500 
to $2,000 each. With the splendid class of 
horses now racing in Chicago and with form 
well defined these stakes will, in relation to 
future events closing during the winter, 
attract nominations less In number but 
higher In average quality. Entries for the 
nine additional stakes will close Wednesday, 
July 15. 

The stakes opened are as follows: 

For two-year-olds— 

The Sapling, $1,500 added; 1-2 mile. 

The Forward, $1,600 added; 7-8 mile. 

For three-year-olds— 

The Oak Park Handicap, $1,500 added; 1 1-8 
miles. 

For all ages— 

The Cicero, selling, $1,600 added; 1 mile. 

The Speed, $1,500 added; 3-t mile. 

For three-year-olds and upward- 

The Tecumseh Handicap, $2,000 added; 
1 3-8 miles. 

The Maywood Handicap, $1,500 added; 1 mile 
and 100 yards. 

The Prairie State, selling, $1,500 added; 
1 1-8 miles. 

The Golf Steeplechase, $1,000 added; short 
course. 

Seven of the twelve stakes closed in Febru- 
ary remain to be run at Harlem, they be- 
ing the Twentieth Century Handicap, 1 3-16 
miles, $5,000 added; the Chicago Stakes, 1 
mile, $2,000 added; the Garden City Handi- 
cap, 3-4 mile, $2,000 added; the Riverside 
Stakes, 1 mile, $1,500 added; the Youngster 
Stakes, 5-8 mile, $1,500 added; the Proviso 
Stakes, 5 1-2 furlongs, $1,500 added, and the 
Junior Handicap, 3-4 mile, $1,500 added. 

Blanks for the nine new stakes are ready 
for distribution. During the remaining meet- 
ings at Harlem no purse for horses of fair 
class will be of less than $500, and overnight 
handicaps will have from $700 to $1,000 added. 

Further improvements are in progress at 
Harlem Park. The annex to the grandstand, 
“bleachers” during the spring meeting, is 
being roofed, the space under the stand is 
being increased 20 per cent, by building out 
into the yard and re-arranging the position 
of the bar and lavatories, and two barns of 
unique design with sixty-six stalls are being 
constructed to accomodate the heavy demand 
for stabling.
